Protestants 
Parade on 
Orange Day

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) — Thousands of Protes- 
tant Orangemen paraded in Bel- 
fast and other parts of Northern 
Ireland today, marking a victo- 
ry over Roman Catholics in the 
Battle of Boyne in 1690. 


British troops partitioned this 


capital and remained on alert 
elsewhere to prevent new bat- 
tles between the Protestant ma- 
jority and the Catholics, who 
charge discrimination. 


Mammoth Protestant demon- 


strations Jammed areas on the 
fringes of the parade route. 


The Order of Orange said 


more than 20,000 of its members 
were on parade in Belfast, with 
200 bands playing such tunes as 
"Derry's Walls" and "The Sash 
My Father Wore." 


The sale of alcoholic bever- 


ages was banned through North- 
ern Ireland, but more than 4,000 
Scots came from Glasgow to 
march with the Orangemen and 
they brought copious supplies of 
beer and whisky. 


Along the border with the 


Catholic-dominated 
Irish 
Re- 


public to the south Orangemen 
made arrangements with south- 
ern pubs to send in supplies of 
drinks. 


But many of the banners car- 


ried in the Belfast parade were 
dedicated to temperance and 
some even pledged total absti- 
nence. 


Catholics threw up a barri- 


cade in the Flax Street section 
of Belfast and in another area 
hoisted the flag of southern Ire- 
land. British troops ordered the 
barricade dismantled and the 
flag hauled down in the interest 
of keeping peace. 


Last 
year, 
the 
parades 


touched off weeks of religious 
warfare, and tension has been 
rising since the imprisonment of 
Catholic leader Bernadette Dev- 
lin two weeks ago. 


Marches were canceled in two 


areas of Londonderry County 
that are predominantly Catho- 
lic. Authorities in Belfast or- 
dered considerable rerouting of 
the local parade to keep it away 
from Catholic sections. 
^Thousands of British soldiers, 
police and men of the Ulster De- 
fense regiment manned a steel 
curtain across Belfast at dawn. 
Traffic through the "peace line" 
dividing the city's main Protes- 
tant and Catholic sections was 
halted. 


Squadrons of armored cars 


and water cannon backed up the 
troops and police. Crack para- 
troop commandos of Britain's 
Special Air Service stood by at 
Belfast Airport with a squadron 
of helicopters to rush to any 
trouble spot. 


Liquor sales were banned. 
The weekend passed peaceful- 


ly. About 3,000 Protestants par- 
aded without incident to their 
churches in Belfast Sunday. In 
Londonderry, 
500 Orangemen 


placed a wreath at the War Me- 
morial and then marched peace- 
fully to church. 


A message from Bishop Neil 


Farren urging Roman Catholics 
to remain peaceful during the 
Orange parades was read in 
Londonderry Catholic churches 
Sunday.

Relief Force 
Advances in 
Cambodia

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 


(AP) — Cambodian forces bat- 
tled west and north of Phnom 
Penh today while allied forces 
claimed more than 400 North 
Vietnamese killed in five days 
of attacks near Khe Sanh, in the 
northwest comer of South Viet- 
nam. 


A Cambodian military spokes- 


man said a relief force of U.S.- 
trained mercenaries was bat- 
tling an estimated 1,000 North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong who 
on Saturday overran the moun- 
tain resort of Kiri Rom, 50 miles 
west of Phnom Penh. 


The spokesman 
claimed at 


least 50 of the enemy were 
killed in fighting Sunday and 
said the only government cas- 
ualties reported were 24 wound- 
ed Saturday and Sunday. 


During the night, the spokes- 


man said, South 
Vietnamese 


AC47 gunships attacked suspect- 
ed enemy positions, and today 
the enemy force hit the Cambo- 
dian troops with mortar and In- 
fantry attacks. 


Kiri Rom sits atop a 2,000-foot 


mountain and before the war 
was a playground of the wealthy 
seeking a cool climate. The 
town itself appears to have no 
military significance. 


The spokesman also reported 


that an enemy raiding party 
broke through government de- 
fenses at the Long Vek muni- 
tions depot 30 miles north of 
Phnom Penh, but a government 
counterattack pushed it out. No 
casualties were reported on ei- 
ther side. 


The 
government 
says 
it 


stripped the sprawling arsenal 
when Viet Cong and North Viet- 
namese forces began a buildup 
in the area several weeks ago. 


In South Vietnam, govern- 


ment forces reported killing 33 
North 
Vietnamese 
troops 
in 


scattered clashes and finding 26 
more bodies in the fifth day of 
fighting near Khe Sanh. 


Allied officers believe their 


forces may have wiped out the 
equivalent of a 
full-strength 


North Vietnamese battalion—a- 
bout 600 men—around the aban- 
doned U.S. Marine base. 


The report today brought the 


total enemy casualties to 417 
killed and five captured since 
the first contact was made last 
Wednesday by helicopter gun- 
ships of the U.S. 101st Airborne 
Division. 


It was the biggest enemy cas- 


ualty toll in a single battlefield 
action in Vietnam in months. 


In Saigon today, a grenade ex- 


ploded under the car of Pham 
Duy Tue, secretary-general of 
the National Assembly's lower 
house. A guard readying the car 
to drive Tue to his office and a 
maid cleaning the vehicle were 
wounded. Tue was in his home 
at the time and was not hurt. 


The assemblyman said the 


American-made M26 fragmenta- 
tion grenade apparently 
had 


been placed in a box under the 
front of the car during the night 
and rigged to go off when the 
car moved.

Two other French 
journalists had been reported 
captured there earlier, and it 
was understood that the embas- 
sy was in roundabout contact 
with the Communists, seeking 
the release of all five.

No Magic Foods 
To Help Arthritic

Rising prices are hitting 


everyone in the pocket. No 
one is spared. No, not even 
those who suffer from the 
pains of arthritis. They, like 
the rest of us, must seek 
ways to cut their spending 
and still get the food and 
medications they need. 


"Certain rituals, 
mystic 


beliefs seem to compel many 
sufferers of both rheumatoid- 
and osteoarthritis to splurge 
on products advertised 
as 


special cures, products that 
claim some magic ingredi- 
ents that "will banish pain 
and c r i p p l i n g , " observes 
William S. Clark, M.D., pres- 
ident and c h i e f executive 
officer of the Arthritis Foun- 
dation. 


Dr. Clark c o n t i n u e s : 


"These 'special' products all 
cost more despite their use- 
lessness. T a k e 'miracle' 
foods for arthritis—it may 


surprise you to learn there 
are no special diets for arth- 
ritis, no specific food that 
has anything to do with caus- 
ing it. Nor is there any diet 
known that can cure you. 
So think of the money wasted 
on these advertised ''miracle1 
foods that promise to cure 
you. 
Yet people spend mil- 


lions of dollars every year 
buying them. They may get 
some mystic satisfaction out 
of their wasted money. But 
that is about all." 


The proper diet for an ar- 


thritis p a t i e n t consists of 
well-balanced grocery store 
foods. Nothing unusual and 
they cost far less than the 
outlandish kinds of food sold 
as cures. 


Gout is a particular type of 


arthritis (not usually caused 
by high living). It does not 
call for special foods, either. 
But doctors recommend not 
drinking beer and not eating 


kidneys, l i v e r and sweet- 
breads. There are new drugs 
which can control gout gen- 
erally. 


"For arthritis, aspirin is 


the best s i n g l e medicine. 
That's the straight scientific 
truth. Not very mystical, I'll 
admit. 
But oddly enough, 


aspirin when taken properly, 
helps the victim feel better, 
move a r o u n d better, and 
function better. It does more 
than relieve symptoms. 
It 


actually treats them. It also 
r e d u c e s inflammation," 
Clark explains. 


How you take aspirin and 


how much are vitally import- 
ant. 


"By aspirin, I mean just 


that—plain aspirin. Not the 
highly advertised buffered 
aspirin, liquid aspirin, coated 
a s p i r i n or time-release 
aspirin. These all cost more 
and as far as aspirin is con- 
cerned are no better. It's 
plain aspirin that actually 
does the job. And you can 
buy plain aspirin in bottles 
of 1,000 tablets at a consid- 
erable extra saving," says 
the president of the Arthritis 
Foundation.

No Player Forgets 


' 1st All-Star Game 


By TOM SEAVER 


NEW YORK—(NEA)—For a baseball player, playing in 


the All-Star Game for the first time is an experience that 
can never be duplicated. No matter what happens in future 
panics—or for the rest of a player's career—the very first 
All-Star Game will always hold a special place of honor. 


My first game was in 1967 in Anaheim, Calif. It was my 


rookie season with the New York Mets and, when 1 was 
selected to the pitching staff by Manager Walter Alston. I 
had all of three months' experience in the major leagues. 
I was the only player from the Mets selected that year 
and, when I was flying out to California. I thought to 
myself, 'This is a flight to Dreamland.' 


1 was awed by it all. But if anything surprised me about 


the game itself, it was the enthusiasm w:the older'players" 
who had played in All-Star Games before. A lot of people 
think the veterans are just going through the motions dur- 
ing All-Slar Games, putting their time in, so to speak, be- 
cause they have to. Nothing can be farther from the truth. 


In Anaheim that year, I remember I was so excited and 


anxious that I got to the stadium four-and-a-half hours be- 
fore game time. When I arrived, I figured I was going to 
be the first one there. But when I walked into the club- 
house, there was Ernie Banks, already dressed in his Cub 
uniform, and I couldn't help but be impressed. Here was 
a perennial All-Star and his enthusiasm hadn't waned a bit. 


I also remember that Curt Flood was already there, too. 


and when 1 walked in, he looked up and did a double take. 
He said to me, "Who are you?" And I said, "Tom Seaver, 
Curt, glad to meet you." And he said, "I thought you were 
the batboy, you look so damn young." We both laughed 
about that, then he said to me. "I don't want to see you 
hanging around the beer cooler after the game," and we 
laughed some more. 


I got there early, too, because 1 didn't want to miss a 


single thing. You never know how many All-Star games 
you're going to be playing in, so I wanted to make the 
most of it. I wondered about protocol that day, whether 
the young players automatically introduced themselves to 
the older ones, or vice versa. But I quickly discovered 
there is no protocol—everyone is accepted for what they 
are, All-Stars. The atmosphere is light and jovial, almost 
—but not quite—festive. 


Another thing that happened to me that day involved 


Jimmy Piersall, a former All-Star from the other league. 
I was sitting in front of my locker, soaking in the conver- 
sations all around me, when Piersall came over to me, 
stuck out his hand, and said, "Hello, Tom, I'm Jimmy 
Piersall and I want to congratulate you for making the 
All-Star team." I didn't know if Piersall had ever seen me 
play, but his friendliness impressed me. It made me feel 
at home, like I belonged there 


Before an All-Star Game, there is a lot of good-natured 


ribbing, too. That day my locker was right next to Henry 
Aaron's, and Henry had always been my idol I remember 
him saying to me, "Hey, Tom, when you gonna throw me 
a fast ball, so I can hit a home run off you?" 1 didn't know 
quite how to answer him, so I just smiled and nodded. 


Willie Mays is another one who is the master at in- 


serting the needle. I remember him saying to me, "Hey 
Seaver, I'm an old man now. Lay off that hard stuff will 
ya, and start throwing me change-ups." In All-Star locker 
rooms. Willie always holds court and he has a story or 
a needle for everyone. One of his favorite subjects is Leo 
Durocher, and when the Cub players, especially gather 
around him, he gives them all an earful. 


Silting in the bullpen that day was, lo me, like living a 


dream. But in the 15th inning, I got the call to come into 
the game and as I walked towards the pitching mound 
all the awe left me. When I got there and threw a few 
warmup pitches, things came back into focus. I knew who 
1 was, and whav I was doing there, and for the first time 
that entire day. I felt comfortable. 


My fourth All-Star Game is coming up July 14 in Cin- 


cinnati and, like all the players. I see it as a very special 
experience. I know a lot has been said and written about 
All-Star players lacking motivation, but I haven't seen an 
All-Star player yet who didn't want to be on the winning 
side in this game. If nothing else, egos are on the line 
and egos are not to be taken lightly. 


A big day in the All-Star game does a lot more for a 


player's ego than a three-day vacation in the miciu'!, of

Walsh is a member. Arriving 
from New York, he said the 
plan was his own and indicated 
he had not discussed it with the 
Vatican. 


A hospital bulletin reported 


the bishop was "sBgbtly strang- 
er" after sleeping almost the 
entire night. 


Earlier he had been showing 


signs of an adverse reaction to 
the excitement of his release. 


After a light breakfast, the 


bulletin said, routine X rays 
were made of his chest and 
back. No tests or treatments 
were planned for today, the re- 
port said, indicating the empha- 
sis is on quiet and rest 


Pope Paul meanwhile sent a 


cable to Bishop Walsh congratu- 
lating him on his release. 


In his weekly Sunday address 


to the noontime crowd in St Pe- 
ter's Square, the Pope said the 
release of Bishop Walsh was 
"good news which awakens the 
memory for other persons and 
countries where legitimate free- 
dom is impeded." He expressed 
hope that Peking's unexpected 
release of the bishop might be a 
sign of "better days for the reli- 
gious freedom in that country." 


Bishop Walsh talked by tele- 


phone Sunday with his brother 
and four sisters in Cumberland, 
Md., and told them their pray- 
ers and letters sustained him 
through his 12 years of captiv- 
ity. 


"I am very happy to be 


breathing free air again," he 
told them."Everyone is being so 
wonderful to me." 


"Jim's voice was so firm and 


clear," said one sister, Mrs. 
Frank Werner.

Pacifier Is Better 
Than Thumbsucking 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—My daughter, 2, still 


has to have a pacifier when 
she sleeps. She loses it four 
or five times a night and I 
have to get up and find it 
for her. Her face around her 
mouth is broken out and I'm 
sure it is caused by the paci- 
fier. 1 changed from a rub- 
ber to a plastic pacifier but 
this didn't help, what do you 
suggest? 


A—A pacifier does beat 


thumbsucking. Most children 
give it up at about age 2 I 
would not refuse to let your 
datg^f ttfive~hqr,pacifier at 
bedtime but you should firm- 
ly refuse to retrieve it for 
her during the night. This 
will be rough on both of you 
at first but she must learn 
that others have rights, too, 
and the sooner she learns 
this the better. 


Now that she has a few 


teeth you should take the 
pacifier away from 
her if 


she chews pieces out of it. 
The rash may 
indeed be 


caused by the pacifier. Your 
doctor can determine this by 
means of a patch test. Mean- 
while, you may want to ap- 
ply Vaiisone Cream, a pre- 
scription item, two or three 
times a day. 


Q—I recently heard that 


some mothers dip a pacifier 
in honey and give it to their 
babies to stop their crying. 
Do you approve? 


A—This lazy habit is not 


recommended 
because 
it 


spoils the baby's appetite for 
essential foods and leads to 
tooth decay. These mothers 
should find out what is caus- 
ing the baby to cry, remove 
the cause and give him an 
added dose of tender loving 
care. 


Q—My daughter, 12, has a 


loosi- piece of cartilage in 
her knee joint which hurts 
her 
sometimes 
when 
she 


walks 
or bends her knee. 


What is the cause and what 
treatment do you advise? 


A—In most cases no cause 


for these loose bodies can be 
found. The best treatment is 
surgical removal. 


Q—Our son, 16. has pop-

ping of his knees, elbows and 
fingers when he bends them. 
What causes this and what 
can be done about it? 


A— This is caused by a ten- 


don snapping across a bony 
prominence. It is unusual to

The condition is not 
serious but it can be con- 
trolled by avoiding sudden 
movements.

all day.

A— Cut down on his intake 


of potatoes, corn, beans, peas 
and rice.

hand half-a-million in cash. What they forget, 
however, is that this is the working capital of the 
Water & Light Plant—a 2-mUlion-dollar business 
which requires half a million working capital. 


Today this half-million is locked up in the 


custody of the Plant commission, which must 
consent to its withdrawal by the city govern- 
ment.

Pentagon is considering special 
cash bonuses to lure young mili- 
tary veterans into the National 
Guard and the reserves. 


Otfto tote declined to say how- 


big such bonuses might be, liut 
one authority said "they'd be 
enough for a young fella 
to 


make a down payment on a car." 


Some key authorities believe 


bonuses, along with other benefit 
inducements, may be necessary 
to keep the guard and reserve 
at full strength as draft calls 
decline. 


Officials also view this ap- 


proach-never before tried with 
the reserves-as a way to build 
up the combat readiness of the 
backup forces by attracting men 
with service experience. 


If approved, the bonuses would 


be offered only to what are called 
"prior service personnel" for 
Doth enlistment and re-enlist- 
ment In the guard or reserve. 


Legislation would be required 


to authorize such payments.

Israelis 
Invade 
Jordan

TEL AVIV (AP) - 
Israeli 


troops crossed the Jordan River 
early today and wrecked a Jor- 
danian arfny cluster of bunkers 
and trenches used as a forward 
base by Palestinian guerrillas, 
the Israeli military command 
announced. 


A spokesman said at least 


four Jordanian soldiers were 
killed in the 2^-hour attack on 
the hilltop outpost just east of 
the river. Israeli losses were re- 
ported as one killed and eight 
wounded. 


The spokesman said the Israe- 


li troops opened fire from the 
barbed wire around the post, oc- 
cupied it and blasted the bunk- 
ers and trenches before with- 
drawing with captured small 
arms. 


Jordanian support units fired 


mortars at the position while it 
was occupied by the Israeli 
raiders. 


The spokesman said the post, 


nine miles south of the Sea of 
Galilee and less than a mile 
from the river, was an opera- 
tional base for terrorists attack- 
ing Israeli settlements in the 
Beisan Valley. 


The raid apparently was in re- 


taliation for rocket and mortar 
attacks for five days last week 
on collective farms in the area. 
Israeli planes made two attacks 


• Sunday on sites in Jordan which 
the Israeli command said were 
used by Palestinian guerrillas. 


The Jordanian version of the 


ground attack early today said 
two Jordanian soldiers were 
wounded and that Jordan pa- 
trols inflicted heavy casualties 
on the raiders and captured sev- 
eral cases of ammunition and 
military 
equipment. 
But 
a 


spokesman said 4%-hours after 
the Israelis were driven back 
across the river, Israeli helicop- 
ters machine-gunned a sparsely 
populated area south of the 
Dead Sea, killing two civilians 
and wounding two others. 


In southern 
Israel, 
mean- 


while, Israeli troops reported 
they killed four Arab guerrillas 
in a night pursuit in the Negev 
desert after a rocket attack on 
the Tlttlna copper mine, 14 
miles north of the port of Eilat 
and less than a mile from King 
Solomon's mines. A spokesman 
said although a number of Ka- 
tyusha rockets were fired at the 
mining complex, there were no 
reports of casualties or damage. 


Arab guerrillas in Lebanon 


fired rockets at the Israeli re- 
sort of Nahariya, on the Medi- 
terranean, Sunday but an Israe- 
li military spokesman said the 
rockets exploded harmlessly in 
a field. 


The Israelis said other Arab 


guerrillas in the hills of south- 
east Lebanon fired mortars and 
rockets on the Israeli border 
settlements of Banias and Kir- 
yat Shmonah. A spokesman said 
two civilians were wounded in 
Banias, and 
one man 
was 


wounded and 
10 apartments 


damaged in Kiryat Shmonah. 


Israeli warplanes also made 


their daily raids on Egyptian 
army targets along the Suez Ca- 
nal Sunday, the command said. 
An Egyptian military spokes- 
man said antiaircraft fire re- 
pelled the planes before they 
caused damage or casualties. 


The Egyptians reported two of 


their army units crossed the ca- 
nal Sunday night and attacked 
Israeli positions in the southern 
sector. An Egyptian military 


k .spokesman said the soldiers 


"overran Israeli bunkers at the 
north end south of Shatt, inflict- 
ing heavy casualties on the ene- 
my," But an Israeli spokesman 
denied the Egyptian report, say- 
ing: "We have not even found 
signs that they crossed." 


In Washington, U.S. govern- 


ment sources said the United 
States is moving secretly to re- 
place Israel's losses of F4 Phan- 
tom fighter-bombers and to pro- 
vide equipment to jam the So- 
viet antiaircraft missiles sta- 
tioned in Egypt. The sources 
said th* idea is to maintain a 
military balance between the Is- 
raelis and Egyptians despite the 
growing Soviet military support 
Ofth*A/ahf.
